At West Liberty a 
crowd estimated at between 4,500 
and 5,000 stood in a blazing sun 
to hear their candidate of the 
hills outline his program for 
"continued progress in Kentucky.” 

He spoke six times that day— 
at Hindman, Jackson. Campton, 
West Liberty, Frenchburg and 
Owingsville Members of his 
party said their biggest crowd 
was at Hindman where Combs 
was introduced by a minister. 
Congressman Carl D. Perkins of 
the Seventh district was travel¬ 
ing with Combs and spoke briefly 
at Hindman and Campton. Judge 
John A. Keck of Sandy Hook met 
Combs at Campton and spoke to 
the crowd there briefly before 
Combs. Judge Keck introduced 
Combs at West Liberty Though 
Combs was traveling an hour and 
a half late due to a traffic jam at 
Hindman, the crowd in West Lib¬ 
erty waited patiently until the 
candidate arrived. Many people 
described the crowd here as the 
largest ever to assemble at a po¬ 
litical speaking. 

Combs spoke from an impro¬ 
vised rostrum in front of the 
court house, and his listeners 
spread out over the courthouse

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AIR FORCE SECRETARY RESIGNS: 

CHANDLER CASE SIMILAR 

The resignation of Secretary of the Air Force 
Harold Talbott has a special meaning for Ken¬ 
tuckians. With obvious relief. President Eisen¬ 
hower accepted the resignation after it was dis¬ 
closed that Mr. Talbott had accepted money, 
while holding public office, from a private firm 
with which he had a contract. Here in Kentucky 


Happy Chandler, who also accepted money under 
contract with a private firm while holding public 
office, is asking people to elect him governor. 

It should matter greatly to Kentuckians that 
Mr. Chandler cannot justify, and has never at¬ 
tempted to explain, the unusual contract under 
which, as a United States senator, he took money 
from the United Wholesale Liquor Company of 
Lexington. He says that the money he took was 
in the form of "attorney fees," as though that 
would excuse his representing a liquor firm while 
in the Senate, and at a time when allocation of 
alcohol and control of whiskey black-marketing 
were federal concerns. But his contract with the 
liquor company was not a lawyer's contract. He 
did not receive a regular fee. He received (for 
what services he will not explain) a percentage 
of the gross sales of the company. Why? He 
will not say. 

This is not the only case in which Happv 
Chandler has taken things from firms interested 
in governmnt regulations while he was in gov¬ 
ernment office. It was shortly after he went to 
the Senate that a contractor, who received a gov¬ 
ernment contract to nutlet the l luu irsiuti u ordi¬ 
nance plant, built Happy a swimming pool. Whv" 
For what services? Are we to assume that war 
contractors are just great-hearted by nature toss¬ 
ing swimming pools around on whim? Chandler 
has never explained, even as he has never ex¬ 
plained why the Lexington liquor people were 
willing to give him a percentage of their profits. 

Can any Kentuckian support such conduct?

Thus, the State during the administrations of Earle C. Clements 
and Lawrence Wetherby has built by contract roads in Morgan that 
equal 43*£% of the county’s taxable evaluation. 

This has been accomplished without any additional tax burden on 
Morgan countians except the 2-cent-a-gaIlon gasoline tax. But Mor¬ 
gan countians, it is obvious, paid only a small fraction of this. The 
money came from richer and denser populated areas that already 
had received good roads before the rural road building program of 
Clements was started.
